MEN OF EL'HOPE 


Council Passes Motion Obligating In- 


stallation of Jones System. 


A second big step towards pro- 


curing an incinerating plant for Du- 
Bois was taken this morning when 
council, at a special meeting, unan- 
imously passed a motion morally ob- 
ligating itself to install the plant pro- 
duced by Jones Brothers, of Macon, 
Ga. 


E. M. Jones, of the Jones Broth- 


ers, was present at the meeting and 
presented a blank agreement that 
was accepted after considerable dis- 
cussion. It provides for the instal- 
lation of a .single unit garbage in- 
cinerating plant, upon a site to be 
designated by the city, at a cost of 
$5,000 completed. 
1'he plant is to 


be odorless and 
will take care of 


from 8 to 10 tons of garbage, nij>'ht 
soil and various other refuse every 
24 hours. 
It will be constructed of 


corrugated iron anil wood covering 
upon 12 inches of brick walls.

It provides for the instal- 
lation of a .single unit garbage in- 
cinerating plant, upon a site to be 
designated by the city, at a cost of 
$5,000 completed.

soil and various other refuse every 
24 hours.
